WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—For,,more 
than five hours today the currency 
committees of the American Banking 
Association and the New York Cham- 
ber ef Commerce discussed Formu- 
lation of principles which are to 
form the basis of the legislation for 
the issue of emergency currency in 
times of financial stringency. These 
“principles” will be recommended to 
Congress for enactment into law at 
the coming session. 

Although the views expressed were 
not by any means harmonious at all 
times, some of the members say the 
discussion showed an evident disposi- 
tion to reach common ground upon 
which a united appeal can be made to 
Congress for the legislation desired. 

Substantial progress was made in 
the work of the committee, and when 
adjournment was taken most of the 
“principles” which are to govern the 
plans to be submitted by the bankers 
had been determined upon. | 

The discussion developed a sentiment 
for a currency to be issued on the 
general crediht of a bank desiring to 
emit emergency cu cy during the 
periods of financial sfress, as is done 


in the case of vhrious European coun- 


trie The alternative of this propo- 
sition—that of segregating the assets 
of. the bank as a special security for 
these issues—was voted down. 
COMMITEE TO FIX TAX. 

The tax on these general credit is- 
sues, it is proposed, shall form a guar- 
antee fund to be placed in the treas- 
ury and to be used to the Habil- 
ities of any bank which falls. 

The question of what tax to place 
on the general credit issues was re- 
ferred to a subcommittee, consisting 
of three members: James B. Forgan. 
of the First National Bank of Chicago; 
Solicitor W. E. Webster of the Central 
National Bank of New Orleans, and 
Frank A. Vanderlip of the City Na- 
tional Bank of New York. To this 
subcommittee also was left the set- 
Ulement of various co-related questions 
incidental to the general one of taxa- 
tion of the credit issues. 

The opinion of the majority of the 
bankers, as expressed today, was that 
these credit notes are not to have any 
preference over any of the other obli- 
gations of the bank issuinc them, but 
are simply to be a lien as in the case 
of all other bank note issues. The 
scheme also contemplates the daily 
redemption of these issues, through 
the. instrumentality of the clearing- 
houses in the cities, in which the banks 
issuing them are located.

CATALINA ISLAND. 


Johnnie Robarts Catches the Alleged 
Largest Yellowtail Mentioned in 
Fishing History. 
AVALON, Nov. 13.—The largest yel- 
lowtail of which there is any authen- 
tic record was captured by Johnnie 
Robarts a few days since on the San 
Clemente Island grouper banks. Ro- 
barts is fishing for the market, and 
ran over to the Clemente banks, with 
which he is familiar, having lived on 
that island for almost twenty years, 
and among his catch was a huge yel- 
lowtail, but he did not realize that he 
had ma a record catch, but 
“cleaned” the big fis: with the others 
preparatory to shipment. The yellow- 
tai] was so large, however, that it ex- 
cited the curiosity of the fishers, and 
although the intestines had been re- 
moved, they and the fish were 
weighed, the cleaned fish’ weighing 
forty-six pounds, and the intestines, 
among which were two sheepsheads, 
weighed twenty pounds, making the 
weight of the fish sixty-six pounds. 
Had the fish been weighed as it was 
taken from the water, without any 
shrinkage, it is thought its weight 
would have been seventy pounds. As 
it is, this is the largest of its kind 
ever taken, so far as known, the next 
largest being one of fifty-seven pounds 
taken three years ago by “Yellowtail 

Johnnie” Kassar. 
COLD PICNIC EXPERIENCE. 

Two ladies and a gentleman who 
are enjoying Catalina in a cottage, 
when they are not afloat, had an ex- 
perience a few nights since which will 
teach them at least when not to land 
on the island.

Ross, the largest steamer to ever en- 
ter the inner harbor of San Pedro, ar- 
rived this morning from Portiand via 
San Francisco and Oakland, bringing 
a cargo of 1,200,000 feet of lumber con- 
signed to the Crescent Wharf and 
Warehouse Company. 3 

The San Mateo was formerly in the 
,trans-Pacific lumber trade carrying 
| lumber from Puget Sound to Manila. 
The largest cargo ever carried by 
her was 1,775,000 feet. She was for- 
merly in the Pacific Coast coal trade 
and was the first steamer to discharge 
a cargo of coal at the long wharf at 
Port Los Angeles after the comple- 
tion. She is owned by the Pacific Im- 
provement Company and has been la 
the Alaskan trade during the past 
summer. 

The San Mateo was büllt in South 
Shields, England, in 1888, end was for- 
merly the British steamer Charles 
Tower. She ts of 2926 gross, and 1926 
net tonnage. Her length is 317.5 feet, 
breadth 40.2 feet, and depth of hold 
24 feet. She carries a crew of thirty- 
two men and her engines have an in- 
dicated horsepower of 1250. 
| When the San Mateo entered the 
port this morning she was drawing 
twenty and one-half feet but experi- 
enced no difficulty in crossing the bar.
